Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has trended claim 22 to include the limitation "about 50%" however it is not clear where the instant 
specification teaches this range of material "effervescent couple". The specification at original claim 8 supports 20 to 80% by weight. A 
range of 5-80% is not taught, and raises the issue of new matter. As for "effervescent couple", it is not of identical scope with 
"effervescent agent" and would require further reconsideration and/or search. 
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
